Second,— In this building, by maps, 
charts, plats, tables, pictures,, books, 
papers, etc., to show the present con- 
dition of Sunday School Work in 
different parts of the world. 

Third,- To illustrate the growth 
and progress of Sunday School for 

I exanicle— The beginning of Modern 
Sunday Schools in England; Pioneer 
Sunday School work in America; as 
conducted by the American Sunday 
School Union; as conducted by the 
different denominations; as promoted 
by conventions, institutions, etc. 

i Advanced methods of organized 
Sunday School Work; as carried for- 

i ward by the International, State, 
provincial and territoral organiza- 

I tions, and by thfc different denomina- 

I tions; primary unions, union 

! teacher's meeting, normal classes, 
and the Loyal Sunday School Army. 

The International Lesson System;

Letter from Florida. 

Orlando, Fla., } 
March 7th. 1892. J 
KOUor Roundabout: 

I have been absent from home near 
three weeks, coming alone. Some of 
my family have nl.v.iys heretofore 
come with me in my trips ti Florida. 
This time, on account of sickness in 
the family of relatives, they could 
not come, hut urged me to go. which

I doubted ther being bones, but af or 
being in so many mines, beeidetVind- 
ing them in the rivers, creeks and 
branches, I gave in. This phosphate 
is found, from the large bones of ani- 
mals as named, down to the pebble 
phosphate. The latter reminds me 
very much of* the pebbles that are 
found in all our creeks and branches 
in Kentucky. 

The difference being the one in 
Kentucky is mostly flinty, this is of a 
soft nature. When ground up and 
the acids put in it easily deeomDOses 
and makes the highest grade of fer- 
tilizers, and is being shipped to all 
parts of the world. Vessels are being 
loaded at-Tampa and Punta Gorda 
and other points for Europe and 
points East, to be manufactured. 

Some of these bones have been 
found as much a3 seven feet long and 
tusks five feet long. Evidently the 
bones of some animal or animals not 
known to exist to-day in the world. 
It would make this U tter too long 
to dwell any longer on this subject. 

We drove and examined lands 
and mines for three days, sending 
hack each day the teams, hiring new 
teams every day. Stopping of nights 
at country houses, which were made 
from pine trees about six inches in 
diameter, the bark being peeled oh 
The corners were notched and car- 
ried up as nicely as any lour house I 
ever saw. They seemed to have 
learned to do this to perfection.
